Mr. J. Sclwyn Tait, one of: America’s 
leading financiers, has’ written for ‘the 
New York Times an article on ‘financial | 
conditions ‘n China, Mr. Tait urges bet- 
ter railway systenis and approves a policy.

ay Act passed in [014 the prisouers were 
each liable to a fine of £500 or two yeurs’ 
imprisonment. . On July -25th Lee Ah 
Sing ‘was. found going inte ‘the Albert. 
Dock with 12lb, of opium’ suspended 
round. his: waist, and on the following 
day the other two prisoners were caught 
with 41b and 2ilb, respectively. ‘There was 
a darge. profit made out of ‘this trade. | 
Opium cost-£1 a pound in this country, 
and the. quantity in Court would feten 
nearly £100 in China. ae

somebody behind these ynen, but it is 
difficult to get. them. 

Capt. Jones, of the Glen Line; said 7 
was the first time these ‘men had been in 
this country, the whole crew having been 
cleared out on the last occasion’ on ac- 
count of smuggling of the same kind.
